History of a Brave Bird. 


A great many niisstotementa have 


been made about Old Abe, the live eagle 
of the Eighth WiBOousm regiment. The 
facts of tho bird's history have been 
supplied ty Ella E Gibson of Barre, 
Mass.!, and nro given here for the infor- 
mation of readers: 
_. 


\be Eighth regiment, Wisconsin in- 


fantry, in all its long marches daring 
the first three years of the civil war, 
wag accompanied by a live bird, which 
was carried on a perch by a soldier. 
The [bird was ] in all the battles of the 


giment, bnt always escaped unscathed. 
Old Abe's history is as follows: He 


was taken from the nest in 1881 by an 
Indiajn in Chippewa county, Wis., and 
was pnbsec^ently purchased by a citi- 
zen of Ean (Jl'ire, who presented him to 
(Jusitaiu Perkins, the first commander 
of Company C. In 1864 he was brought 
home, by the regiment and presented to 
Governor Lewis, who transtorred him 
to the state. He waa kept in tho capitol 
gronnds at Madison aj a valnablo relic 
of tliewor until he died, March 30, 
1881, aged 3Q (years. He wah often ex- 
hibit id at fairs ,"and was a great attrao- 
tion at the Centennial exposition in 
Philadelphia in 1876.—Boston Globe.
